Reference is made to your letter of April 7* 
relative to tb® repeal of section 9 of liie Central Intel- 
ligence Agency Act of 19li9 (Public Law nO, Blst Congress). 

This office coocnirs t’nat Section 9 o^* the Central Sa- 
telligence Agencj’- Act of 19li9 no loiter serves its origxnsl 
purpose, in view of Hie subsequent enactment of the 
Classification Act of 19U9, and should bo repealed. 

It is noted that the advent of the ClasslficatloB Act, 
which excludes your Agency from its purview, results in 
there being no specific statutory e 3 ?)re 8 sion of pe^nnel 
policy for the Central Intelligence Agei^y. Tor other 
ageticies of the Oovermient, which arc excluded from the 
Classification Act and idiich are not provided for elsewhere, 
this office is coordinating efforts to obtain eoqjresstons 
of psaruonnel policy in the organic acts of the agencies 
coiKscrned. Proposals aloi« this line will be aiboitted to 
the first session of the 82nd Congress. 

This has been discussed with r^resentatxves of the 
Central Intd.ligence Ai^ency and we u^erstand that the 
Agency will propose an amendment to its adminlitTOtive 
act along these lines for submisBion to the first session 
of the 82nd Congress. 

On this basis, tlw Bureau of the Budget wuld have 
no objection to the presentation of the propoeal to Hie 
Congress for its consideration.
